rable in New-Enzland, for his many eminent Services he hath done the Publick. 
There were: alſo among theſe Men about Ten or Twelve Privatcers, that had 
been there ſore time before : They carried with them ſeveral , that pio- 
whereof; would for ſeveral days _ out and bring to them fix; 
eight, or cen young Pigs of King Philips Herds, There went oat alſo'a 

theſe Men, one Cornelis a Dutchman, who had lately been Condemned to die 
for Piracy, bur afterwards received a Pardon \, 'he willing to ſhew his Gratitude 
therefore, went.out and did ſeveral good Services abroad againſt the Enemy. 

Plimonth alſo ſent out ſeveral Men at the ſame time, Hotfe and Foot: 
Alſo moſt Towns in all the United Colonies thereabout ſent our ſome more, ſome 
leſs, 'as they 'were in Number.” By this time the Indians have killed feveral 
of out Men, but the firſt that was killed was Fune 23, a Man at Swanſey, that 
he and his Family had left his Houſe the reſt of the Inhabitafies ; and 
adyenturing with his Wife and Son (about twenty Years 01d) to go to his Houſe 
to fetch them Corn, COIIIONS He juſt before ſent his Wite 
and Sorn'away, rates on | ot the Houſe, was ſet on' and ſhot by I»- 
draws ; 'his Wife being not » -heard the Guns go off, went back : They took 
her, firſt defiled her, che skinned her Head, as the Son, and diſmiſt them 
doth, who immediarely died. - They alſo the next day killed fix or ſeven Men 
at Swaxſey, and two more-at one: of the Garriſons , and as two'Men that went 
out of one of the Garriſons to draw a Bucket of Water, were. ſhot-and' carried 
away, and afrerwards found with their Fingers. and Feet cur off, and the skin 
of their Heads flayed off, | 
' Aboutfourreen days after that, they ſent for more kelp ; whereupon the Au- 
thority of Boſton, made Captain Thomas Savage the Major General in that 
Expedition, who with fixty Horſe, and. as many Foot, went out of . Boſton; 
having Horſes for the Footmen, and fix Carts to carry Provifions with 
them :- Whereof Mr, Fobw» Morſe was Commiſſary General abroad, and Mr. 
'Nathanit! Williams Commiſſary at: home, They Travelled day and night till

Captain Moſely being there, and plying about, found Eighty Indians who 
ſurrendred Luxe Aran Jr wWCeTre rp a Houſe, provided for them near 
Plimoath ; Thereupon came to Beffom, to know the pleaſure of the Authority 
about them, and in 2 days time returned with this Order, he ſhould- kill none 
that he-rook alive, bur ſecure them im order t0'a Tranſportation : Wherefore 
afterwards there were Shipt on board Captain Sprague an Hundred ſeventy eight 
{udiqns, on the 28th of September, baund for Cales, Yip , 
- In this time, the fnd/ars continued daily to commit many Ads of Hoſtility 
on the Bnglyb ; they Burnt Twenty three Houſes at Swaenſey, and killed many 
People there, and took much. Cattle, as alſo Burat thE Hay and Corn in 
quantities, They Burnt near thirty Houſes in Dartmouth, (a place in | 
Plimenth Colony ) killing many People aftera moſt Barbarous manner , as Skin- 
ing then all -over alive, ſome only their Heads, cutting off their Hands and 
Feet ; but any Woman they take alive, they Defile, afterwards put her to Death 
by ſome of theſe or the like ways. They have Burnt moſt of the Houſes in 
Rehoboth, Tannton, and Swanſey z a Party of Indians came to Mendbam, which 
is Thizty/two Miles from Boſton, and there killed five or fix Perſons, who being 
purſued, wo were killed, the reſt fled. 
; Some patt of our Forces afterwards ſet on about Five hundred Indians, not 
far ftom Pocaſfſit, | purſuing them into a large Swamp, not far from thence ; 
how many they killed is not known, in regard the Indians adventured back and 
took their dead Men away with them: (as they commonly do if they can 
fibly) But mchis Fighr were killed King Philip: Brother, his Privy C ; 
(being one formerly Educated at Cambridg) and one of his chict Captains ; the 
Heads of which three were afterwards brought to Boon. There were killed in 
this fox Engliſhmen, and nine or ten ! 

This Pecafiit Swany,. is judged about ſeven or cight Miles long, and fo full 
of Buſhes and Trees, that a parcel of Izdiaxs may be within the length of 2 
Pike of a Man, and he cannot diſcover them z and beſides, this as well as all 
ocher Swamps, is ſo ſofc Ground,' that an Engliſbmen can neither go nor ſtand

Which company of Praying 1ndians marched out of Town (having Sa: 
lured the Governour with three Volleys) and were appointed to march in 
the Front, which they did, and met with ſeveral Skirmiſhes; in which 
they Killed ſome, and about Forty five more Surrendred themſelves ; which 
were ſhipt off amongſt thoſe Captain Sprague carried away. | 

Concerning the Narraganſets, Ninnicroft is their Sagamore ; his Grand- 
father, and Father, always kept Truce with the Exg/iſ, but he now gives 
ſufficient cauſe to think otherwiſe of him, | 

The Sq«aw Sachem, baving ran very far in her with King 
Philip, and fearing leſt the thould be taken, ſhe committed her Perſon to 
the poſſeſſion of this Nomnicreft, judging her ſelf ſafe by virtuc of his Pro- 
tection z where ſhe hath continued ever fince Faly laſt, Whereupon a cer- 
rain Numbcr of Men were ſent by the Authority of Connetticor Colony 
{Fohn Wenthroy Governour) to the Naryaganſets, torequire them to delivet 
Queen; and withal to Ratifie that Peace they had maintained with 
the Engiſb : Whereupon the Narraganſets concluded a Peace with them, 
and ſent a Hundred Men to ConneiZecor, for the aſſiſtance of the Enghfh. 
The Emglifþ made this Agreement with ther, That for every Indians Head- 
Skin they he, they thould have a Coar, (#. e, two Yards of Trucking 
Cloth, worth five Shillings per Yard here) and for every one they bring 
alive ewo Coats; for King Philips Head, Twenty Coats, and if taken 
alive, Forty Coats: Theſe went out, and returned in Fourteen days time, 
bringing with chem about Eighteen Heads in all. ' 

en 0 4 Sarde = Countries, _ in Indian, Nipmorg, came 
to an Engliſh Town ca oobfiela,, (but in Indian, Danawbawg, duri 
the time our Gariſon was there) and told them they were Praying _ 
(3. e. Chriſtians) and that they would be quiet, and do no harm to the Ene- 
liſh 5 bur withal, cold thert, that for their own ſafety they could riot deliver 
up their Arms : But the Inhabitants of Brootfield thought they would be 
Faithful, in regard they were Praying Indians, took their words and dif. 
miſt chem, 

The Authority of Boſton, with the Advice of the Governonr of Conne- 
Ficot, as alſo of Plmonth Colonies, then ſitting in Councel for ſeveral 
days j_ at Boffon, For their better fatisfaRion, ſent a Party of thir- 
ty Horſe under the Command of Captain Hutchiſon, and Captain Wheeler ; 
when they were come to Buawbany, they ſent x Party of Horſe to the 
Nipmoog Sachems to Treat with them. (For you maſt nd that Cap- 
tain Hutchiſon had a very confiderable Farm thereubouts, and had occaſion 
to employ ſeveral of thoſe Sechems Men, in Tilling and Plowing his 
Ground, and thereby he was known by Face to many of them,) The S- 
chems ſent this word, they would ſpeak with none but Captain Hutchiſon 
himſelf ; whereupon Capt. Hutchiſon and Capt, Wheeler, ſent them word 
they would come- to them themſelves : Accorditgly the Indians appoint- 
ed the meeting at ſuch a Tree, and at ſuch a time, The time being come, 
Captain Hutchiſon, Captain Wheeler, and his Company, (with ſome of the 
Inhabitants of Brookfield, who thought them to be very Honeſt, therefore 
took no Arms with them) went to the place, but the 1; Indians were 
not there. Whereupon the Guide that conducted them through the Woods, 
brought them to a Swamp not far off - appointed place z out of which

theſe Indiaxs ran all at once and Killed ſixteen Men, and Wounded ſezeral 
others, of which Wounds three Weeks after, Captain Hutchiſon died, when 
his Wife and Son were within twelve Miles of him in cheir Journey to ſee 
him'; whoſe Death is the more lamented, in that his Mother and ſeveral 
others of his Relations, died by the hands of the Indians, now near forty 
Years linge.. 
--» The-reſt, chat eſcaped, made what haſte they could to the Town of Brook- 
field, they made choice of the ſtrongeſt Houſe there, reſolved to make a 
Garriſonof it 4 in order thereunto, as ſoon as they could, got all the Peo- 
ple- (about Eighty in number) into this Houſe. The [ndians purſued 
themcloſe, and in four Hours time had Burnt twenty and odd Houſes in 
Brookfield, and abode thereabout three ur tour days, ſhooting day and night, 
with moſt - dreadful Screechings and Yellings , which ſignified their Tri- 
umph. , They in this time endeavoured to ſet the Garriſon on fire divers 
times; butby the Providence of God were prevented, once by a ſhowre of 
Rain, another time by their Dili within, One from within ſtept out 
to drink ſome Water and was killed, and one more killed within. The 
Bruits had contrived an Engin with many Wheels, to fire the Garriſon ten 
or twelve Rod off, and had loaded it with combuſltibles therefore, ( and 
news was brought to Boſton that they were all Burnt, but it was not ſo) 
and had aſfurcdly done it, had not Major Willard come to their Relief with 
a flying Army of ſixty Horſe, at nine or ten a Clock at Night: They 
forced their way through the Body of the Indians, and Fired apace on them, 
and in two Hours time wholly Routed the /zdians thence, killing ſeveral. 
Thus deliverance was wrought by a mighty Hand for them, when they had 
no outward reaſon to expect any. | 

During the time theſe People kept themſc)ves in that Houſe, two Wo- 
men were ſafely delivered of two Sons apiece; who in a Months time 
brought them all themſelves on foot to Beffon, where they were plentitully 
relieved out of the Church-Stock there, 

Thereare alſo another ſort of Indians, (beſt known to the Commonalty 
of Boſton) by the name of Mr, Elliors Indians, or Captain Guggins Indians. 

This Mr. Elor, you muſt underſtand, is the Man that hath by his own 

at Labour and Study, inventcd the way of Printing the Indian Language, 
and hath alſo perte&ly Tranſlated the whole Bible, with the Singing Pſalms 
in Mecter, the Aſſemblies Catechiſm ; the Practice of Piety, into the Ind:- 
an Language;as alſo Written ſeveral Books, very profitable for underſtanding 
the Grounds of Chriſtian Religion : For which Pains and Labour, he de- 
ſerves Honour from all ſuch who are Well-wiſhers to things of the like Na- 
ture, whoſe Name will never Dic in New-England.

This Captain Guggins, is a Captain and Juſtice of Peace at Cambrids : 
He receives Thirry Pound per annum from the Engliſh, to fit as ] = 
the Indians, to Judg any difference (not Capital) among elves, or 
between them and the Engliſh, 

Of theſe Indians thus diſtingiſhed, it may not be amils to give a brief 
Account, in its proper place, 

Now it falls in Courſe, to think on what is done in the Field on both 
Sides. 

On Thxrſday the 5thot Auguſt, being Leure-day at Botox, was ordered 
the Old pra (of which PRINTS iS a Su fwdy be obſerved mY 
Faſt by that Church, which accordingly was done: And at the Contribution 
was then Colleted Sixty Nine Pound, which was for the diſtreſſed Fami- 
lies Relief. And on that very day was Captain Hutchiſons Company ſo de- 
feated : Which thing was taken eſpecial Notice of, by all thoſe who deſire 
to ſee the Hand of God in ſuch ſad Providences, which did occafion ano- 
ther Faſt co be kept, by Mr. Mathers Church, at the North Meeting-houſe 
the Wedneſday following. 

On Wedneſday, the 12th of Auguſt, was appointed a Faſt for Mr. Ms- 
ther's Church, which was duly obſerved , that day being a Court day for 
the Council, no Magiſtrate was there, yet notwithſtanding there were ga- 
thered at the Contribution fixty eight Pound, 

Mr. Mather in his Sermon, took occafion too in ſpeaking of the Benefit 
of Communion with God, to tell us that there are in this Colony ſeventy 
nine gathered Churches, and that to this day the Indians had not done any 
Daminage to any thing that belonged to any of the Places where theſe 
Churches were. 

Auguſt coming on, we have now from all Parts raiſed more Men, ſo that 
there are now in the Field in ſeveral places, fix hundred Horſe and Foot: 
Moſt of the Army were not far from the Swamp wherein King Philip with 
all his People were ; they reſolved to compaſs it,which they did once : And 
in their ſecond Encounter, forced King Philip with all his Retinue out en 
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(12) 
the Swamp, and purſued them ; in their purſuit they killed his Lieverenane- 
General, with about tweaty (that they ſaw) of his Men, and the Engliſh 
had not the loſs of one Man, but two wounded, (We having all thus 
while a Party of Unkus's Indians in the Field on our fide.) 

Abour the 15th of Awguſt, Captain Moſely with fixty Men, met with a 
company, judged about three hundred Indiaxs, in a plain place where few 
Trees were, and on both ſides preparations were making for a Battle ; all be- 
ing ready on both ſides to fight, Captamn Moſeley plucked off his Periwig, 
and put it into his Breeches, becauſe it ſhould not hinder him in fighting, 
As ſoon as the Indians ſaw that, they fell a Howling and Yelling moſt hi- 
deouſly,and ſaid, mb ,umb me no flawmerre fight Engis mon, Engis mon get two 
hed Emngis mon got two head, if me cut off un hed he got noder, a put on beder as dis ; 
with ſuch like words in broken Exg{iſb, and away they all fled and could nor 
be overtaken,nor ſeen any more atterwards. About a Week aſter this,Cape, 
Meſeley took two Indians, the Father and his Son, and willing to Examin 
. them both apart, ' proceeded thus : Took the old Man and bound him to a 

Tree, after he was ſo bound, he ſent away the Son by a File of Men our 
of ſight ; the old Man there confeſt he was a Praying Indian, and that he 
was only hunting for Deer thereabouts, but faid that his Son was one of 
thoſe Men that wounded Captain Harchifon : Sothen, after they had pump- 
ed him as much as they could, they fired a Gun with no Bullct in it over his 
Head, untied him, and ſent him another way with a File out of fight ; then 
brought they his Son, bound him in kke manner, they tclling him that the 
had ſhot his Father, and would ſhoot him alfo, if he 4d not con 
what He'was, and what he knew : He fairly rold them, that he was a Pray- 
ing Indian, but his Father made him go with him to the Nipmoeg Indians, and 
that there they ſhor three or four- times apiece ; whereupon they then 
broughr'the g1d Man and tied him to his'Son, and Examined them together, 
at length they confeſt they were both'among the Vipmorgs, and that the Son 
did wound Caprain Hutchiſon ; after their Examination, they were both 
ſhot ro Death. 

' In this fame Week, King Philips Men had taken a young Lad alive about 
fourteen Years old, and bound him to a Tree two nights and two days, 
intending to be Merry with him the next day, and that they would Roaſt 
himg alive to make ſport with him ; but God over-night, touched the heart 
of one Indran fo that he came and looſed him, and bid him ru» Grande, (3. c, 
run Apace) and by that means he eſcaped. 

' Towards the latter end of Auguſt, Captain Moſeley took eight Indians 
alive, and ſept them Priſoners to Boſfon, who were put in Priſon there ; 
theſe were of the number of Mr. Elor's Indians ; (as alſo many of thoſe 
Indians that were Shiprt off by Captain Sprague, tor the Straits and Cates) 
theſe Men were at ſeveral times tried for Hoir Lives, and condemned to 
Die: Mean time Mr, Eller, and Captain Guggins, pleaded fo very hard 
for the Indians, that the whole Council knew not what to do about them. 
They hearkned to Mr, Eliot for his Gravity, Age, and Wiſdom, and alſo 
far that he hath been the chief Inſtrument that the Lord hath made uſe of, 
i2 Propagating the Goſpel among the Heathen ; And was their Teacher, 
till ſuch time that ſome Indians were brought npin the Univerſity to ſup-
